Stevens' nomination 


‘More concerned with discrimination against blacks 
Women's group fights 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The National Organization for 
Women is asking President Ford to withdraw the 
Supreme Court nomination of John Paul Stevens because 
he said he would be “more concerned about discrimina­ 
tion against blacks than against women. 
Stevens, who is returning for further testimony today 
before the Senate Judiciary Committee, told the panel 
Monday that blacks “are a more disadvantaged group" 
than women. 
The committee and the full Senate are expected to ap­ 
prove Stevens' nomination to the high court 
His testimony led NOW President Karen DeCrow to is­ 
sue a statement saying, “NOW is disgusted at this blatant 
example of the white male power structure pitting 


women against minority males and making us all scram­ 
ble for the crumbs of power." 
Ms. DeCrow. who prefers that designation, said. “The 
NOW board is profoundly shocked that President Ford is 
not able to see the signficance not only of not appointing a 
woman to the bench but of appointing a man who is so 
against women s rights that he does not even understand 
the issues of civil rights for women in 1975. 


Stevens also told the committee Monday that he 
believes in equality of the sexes. But he said he is not sure 
the proposed Equal Rights Amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion would accomplish much beyond the equal protection 
clause of the 14th amendment, “aside from its symbolic 
value." 


Stevens also said he is against putting any litigants, 
even victims of past discrimination, in a favored class 
Instead, he testified he felt “my primary obligation is to 
deal with litigants impartially." 
The issue of “reverse discrimination" was raised by 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., who said he thinks 
that in the civil rights area courts have recognized that 
simply striking down discriminatory laws is not enough 
Kennedy said they frequently have gone beyond that to 
require affirmative action, like school busing, to remedy 
the effects of long patterns of discrimination 
He wanted to know if Stevens, now a judge on the 7th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Chicago, was “sufficient­ 
ly concerned" to feel that judicial action of that kind is 
necessary. 


Stevens told him that in many cases affirmative action 
by the courts is necessary, but he added that “these 
things really depend on the facts in a particular 
situation ” 
Stevens said he did not want to give Kennedy the im­ 
pression that “I would place certain litigants in a favored 
class I would not." 
Kennedy said he hoped Stevens would show "some 
sensitivity to this particular kind of problem. 
“If you want the record to read simply that you are go­ 
ing to apply the law equally to all citizens, then that s the 
way it will have to stand." 
Stevens replied, “ I would be proud to have the record 
stand that way."

Pomona man shot in dispute 
beauty salon 


A Pomona man, shot several times 
Monday night during a dispute at 
2241 S. Powers St., was reported in 
serious condition today at Pomona 
Valley Community Hospital. 
The victim. David Kirsch, 34. who 
lives at the Powers Street address 
was wounded in the head, back, 
chest, hand and leg. police reported 
Authorities said, however, that the 


chest wound was the most serious 
and involved Kirsch s right lung He 
was being cared for in the hospital s 
intensive care unit today. 
The shooting occurred just before 8 
o clock. Three hours later police 
arrested two suspects and booked 
them on suspicion of assault with in­ 
tent to commit murder They were 
Carl Francis Kobinson II, 18, and a 


17-year-old youth who was not iden­ 
tified because of his age. They were 
arrested in the 800 block of E. Grand 
Avenue in Pomona. 


Police reported that the shooting 
climaxed an argument which con­ 
cerned an earlier dispute 
The 
weapon used was believed to have 
been a 38-caliber revolver. 
Gov. Brown 'too busy' for 
Rockefeller's L.A. session 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
governors of three states and three 
U.S territories planned a day-long 
meeting today with Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller to discuss 
domestic policy 
But the host state governor, 
Democrat Edmund Brown Jr. of 
California, said he was too busy to 
meet with Rockefeller 
At the same hour Rockefeller set 
his meeting at the Los Angeles 
Convention Center, Brown slated a 
meeting in his Southern California 
office a dozen blocks away with doc­ 
tors who have threatened to strike 
next Jan. 1 over expected increases 
in medical malpractice rates 
Browns spokesman, BUI Stall, 
said the governor would not per­ 


sonally attend Rockefeller s “Public 
Forum on Domestic Policy" because 
he “ielt there wasn t much that 
could be contributed or learned in 
the very, very brief time” alloted for 
the session 
The Rockefeller meeting is the last 
of six regional sessions headed by the 
vice president, who plans to present 
recommendations next week to 
President Ford on proposals for eco­ 
nomic recovery and possible re­ 
forms of federal progams. 
The governors of Washington, 
Arizona, Hawaii, American Samoa, 
Guam, and the Trust Territories of 
the Pacific all were slated to testify. 
Jack Veneman, a former Cal­ 
ifornia state assemblyman who is 
now special counselor to the vice 


president, said testimony from the 
Los Angeles session and earlier 
meetings in Indiana, Pennsylvania. 
Florida. Colorado and Texas will be 
summarized for Ford next week 


Veneman said he would not 
speculate on specific recom ­ 
mendations that might come out of 
the sessions.

about 10 minutes before they were 
able to free themselves and call 
police. 


SACRAMENTO. Calif. (AP) - 
California's new medical malprac­ 
tice law takes effect Friday but no 
celebrations are planned 
Instead, an insurance company is 
planning a huge rate increase, thou 
sands of Southern California doctors 
are getting ready to walk out and 
trial lawyers are preparing to file 
suit against the law 
That suit may succeed in overturn 
ing at least one key provision of the 
law, state Insurance Commissioner 
Wesley Kinder said in an interview. 
The measure was passed during a 
special session of the California 
Legislature which eoded Sept 12. By 
law. it takes effect 90 days later. 
Kinder said the biU eventually 
could cut malpractice insurance 
premiums by 30 to 33 per cent from 
what they would have been without 
it. But he said its $250,000 limit on 
awards for pain and suffering may 
be vulnerable 
“It seems to be a denial of equal 
protection." he said 
i t applies to 
only one class of plaintiffs. 1M m in­ 
jured in an auto accident, the sky s 
the limit, but not in a malpractice 
claim." 
The politically powerful Cali­ 
fornia Trial Lawyers Association, 
which fought the bill unsuccessfully 
in the legislature, is getting ready to 
battle it in court 
“We are seeking the proper case," 
said President Elmer Low. 
He said attorneys' groups are 
challenging malpractice laws in 
many of the 22 states which have 
enacted them. In Idaho, he said, a 
trial court recently overturned a law 
limiting malpractice awards to 
$150,000 
About 9,500 Southern California 
doctors are awaiting Kinder’s deci­ 
sion, expected early next week on a 
48ti per cent premium increase by 
Travelers Insurance which becomes 
effective Jan 1 
Many doctors have threatened to 
withhold all but emergency services 
if the increase stands A slowdown 
already has begun in some areas, 
simitar to actions taken by many 
California physicians earlier tins 
year in protest over soaring mal­ 
practice insurance rates 
The new increase would raise an- 


nual premiums for doctors in the 
highest-risk fields, such as 
neurosurgery, to more than $38,000. 
Kinder challenged it as excessive 
and is reviewing the company s 
defense of its figures. 
Whatever his decision, he said, 
doctors are likely to be unhappy 
Besides the $250,000 ceiling, the 
bill shortens the malpractice statute 
of limitations, limits attorneys' con­ 
tingency fees and adds a minority ot 
non physician members to a strength­ 
ened state Board of Medical Ex­ 
aminers The idea is to cut insurance 
company losses by curbing 
multimillion-dollar awards for non­ 
economic losses, reducing the 
number of suits years after treat­ 
ment and cracking (town on the few 
doctors whose frequent malpractice 
cases are paid for by the entire 
medical profession and its patients.

“ Nuclear reactors are safe," he said “Poverty is 
dangerous I am afraid of hatred We must do something 
about the causes of war.

Teller criticized consumer advocate Ralph Nader as 
“an instant expert 
Nader has crusaded against con 
struct ion of nuclear power plants saying they are unsafe 
and uneconomical 
“ I have not found any evidence of expertise in Nader, 
said Teller “.. What he is really expert in is his appeal to 
the fear of people ”

This action will save county tax­ 
payers $11,000 during fiscal 1975-76. 
10 per cent of the budget, according 
to Robertson, and at the same time it 
will allow the county to increase the 
methadone treatment slots in the 
West End from 150 to 165 


Robertson told supervisors that ad­ 
ministration of the West End center 
would be combined with the staff 
administering a similar center on 
Waterman Avenue in San Bernar­ 
dino He said treatment slots at that 
center could be increased from ISO tc 
175 
We will run the methadone ser­ 
vices out of the medical department 
of the county Department of Mental 
Health." Robertson explained

Bureaucrats and 
high paying jobs: 
a 600% increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Many federal bureaucrats are 
overpaid because they are in pay classifications higher 
than those justified by their jobs, the General Accounting 
Office says. 
This practice accounts for much of the 600 per cent in­ 
crease in payroll costs since the classification system 
began in 1949! a GAO report said. A copy of the report was 
obtained Monday. 
“Managers have inflated position descriptions, pres­ 
sured classifiers to overgrade positions and have been 
reluctant to downgrade overgraded positions. In addition, 
some agencies have failed to insure adequate control over 
classification practices,” the GAO says. 
The report said that in 1949 the average white-collar 
government grade was GS5, paying between $3,100 and 
$4,225, depending on length of service. 
The average grade now is GS7, paying from $11,046 to 
$14,358, the GAO said. 
The report made no estimate of how much the practice 
is costing the taxpayers. 
“Although many GS positions are overgraded, the ex­ 
tent of overgrading is not known.” the report said. 
However, it quoted a 1971 estimate by the Office of 
Management and Budget that each one-tenth increase in 
grade average cost $175 million at 1971 pay and benefit 
levels. 
The GAO said it reviewed classification practices in 
several federal programs and audited 101 positions that 
appeared to have suspicious classification Of those 101 
positions, “we considered 74 overgraded.” GAO said 
“Because of the long-existing pressures on the clas­ 
sification system and some agencies weak controls, we 
are not sanguine that there will be an imminent change in 
classification behavior. People are people," the report

Reinecke to try comeback? 


Faces mountain of legal fees as U.S. 
court of appeals overturns conviction 


Injuries are fatal 
in robbery-beating sought 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Former 
Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke. free of his 
perjury conviction, faces a mountain 
of legal fees and a decision on 
whether to try a politcal comeback 
Reinecke said Monday night that 
he was “not closing the door to the 
idea of again running for office, but 
he said he wanted to wait awhile 
before making a decision. 
“Before making a decision like 
this I would want to look around and 
talk to a lot of people.” he said in a 
telephone interview from his ranch 
in the Sierra foothills. “It won t be 
my decision alone. ” 
Reinecke. who lost the Republican 
gubernatorial primary last year 
after he was indicted, said he still 
has about $95,000 in legal fees to pay 
off. 
Reinecke was convicted in July 
1974 of lying to a U.S. Senate com­ 
mittee investigating the circum­ 
stances under which International 
Telephone & Telegraph Co promised 
to partially underwrite the 1972 
Republican National Convention 
He was given an 18-month 
suspended sentence following the 
verdict. He resigned his post shortly 
before the sentence was handed 
down. 
But the U.S. Court of Appeals in 
Washington overturned the convic­ 
tion Monday on the grounds that the 
committee which heard Reinecke s 
testimony did not have enough 
members present. 
Reinecke said he cried when he

learned of the ruling in a telephone 
call from his wife. “I was sort of 
stunned,” he said. “It was a very 
emotional moment for me." 
The decision did not discuss the 
question of whether Reinecke lied to 
the committee, but Reinecke said he 
felt vindicated by the ruling. 
He said that the appeals court had 
simply agreed with one of the first 
points in his appeal and had not taken 
up other contentions. 
“There was no point in going 
further,” he said after discussing the 
decision with one of his lawyers. “It 
was just simply a matter of not 
wasting time." 
But asked if he would have liked to 
have a decision that touched solidly 
on the issue of guilt or innocence. 
Reinecke said: “I suppose. Yes. I 
would have to say that. I know very 
well 1'was not guilty." 
Reinecke says he plans no further 
legal action. “The case has been 
decided." he said. 
In its ruling, the appeals court said 
it found “convincing” Reineckes 
argument that the conviction should 
be overturned because only one 
senator was present at the hearing. 
The prosecution tried to show that 
the committee had voted that one 
senator constituted a quorum 
But the court disagreed, saying: 
“The competence of the tribunal 
must be proved as an independent 
element of the crime. If competence 
is not shown, the crime of perjury is 
not established, regardless of 


whether the witness relied on the 
absence of a quorum." 
Reinecke s indictment and convic­ 
tion followed his appearance before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee and 
his testimony about when he told 
then-Attv. Gen. John Mitchell of the 
ITT offer. 
He testified that he had n6t in­ 
formed Mitchell of the proposal until 
after the Justice Department aban­ 
doned an antitrust suit against ITT. 
But he later said he told Mitchell 
about the offer in a telephone conver­ 
sation before the suit was dropped. 
Reinecke said that he thought he 
had been asked if he had discussed 
the offer during a meeting with 
Mitchell — not if they had talked 
about it over the telephone 
Reinecke was a Republican con­ 
gressman when then-Gov. Ronald 
Reagan selected him in 1969 to 
replace Robert Finch as lieutenant 
governor Finch had left Sacramento 
to join the Nixon administration. 
Reinecke rose to become a 
favorite of conservative R e­ 
publicans and at one time led 
Controller Houston Flournoy in 
public opinion polls before last 
year s primary 
After his indictment he continued 
to campaign but lost to Flournoy. 
Flournoy was then beat by Democrat 
Edmund Brown Jr. 
Reinecke retired to his ranch after 
the primary and worked on his ap­ 
peal and a book about his case en­ 
titled “So Help Me God.”

Johnson said. “I consider that the 
request for a gag order to be entirely

torney general of the United States 
have chosen for the past 19 months 
during her captivity to effectively 
diminish the presumption of in­ 
nocence in her favor by branding her 
with such comments as being a 
notorious criminal ” 
He said he was referring to a state­ 
ment by former U.S. Atty. Gen. 
William Saxbe. 
Johnson said the motion does not 
accuse the defense of any court 
violation anywhere He did not say 
whether he intended to oppose the 
government motion. 
The attorney said last Tuesday 
that Miss Hearst had been losing 
weight rapidly, looked pale and 
gaunt and had “emotional problems 
In converting her thoughts to 
speech ” However, the sheriff’s of­ 
fice said she weighed within half a 
pound of what she weighed when she 
was jailed 12 weeks ago.

Big oil 
is Tunney 
target

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Sen. John 
V Tunney. D-Calif.. claiming the 
power of ’’big oil and...big 
government” must be broken, says 
he will introduce a bill limiting the 
scope of major oil company opera­ 
tions. 


“The power of big oil and its un- i 
savory partner, big government, 
over the people must be broken.” 
Tunney said at a news conference 
Monday. “ Billions of dollars are be­ 
ing gouged from the people of 
California by the big oil companies.” 


Tunney said antitrust legislation 
he planned to introduce today will 
severely limit the areas in which an 
oil company can operate. He said the 
bill would “break up the domination 
of the oil cartel over the four phases 
of the petroleum industry — produc­ 
tion. transportation, refining and 
marketing " 


Tunney said the bill would allow a 
company to participate in refining 
and marketing and only one other 
phase of the industry. 
It also would stop the spread of oil 
firms into other energy sources such 
as oil shale, coal, and solar and 
geothermal power. 
He said Middle Eastern countries 
have forced oil companies to pay 
them royalties equivalent to at least 
60 per cent of the value of oil 
produced U) those countries and that 
oil firms should be paying more for 
leases they receive off the Southern 
California coast. Legal efforts to 
block the Interior Department sale 
of the leases have thus far failed. 
“Just a few miles west of here, off 
the Southern California coast, there 
is what appears potentially to be one 
uf the world's major oilfields. ” Tun­ 
ney said. “That oil belongs to the 
American people, to the people of 
California The government is going 
to give it away at a price no other na­ 
tion in the world would accept" 


He said the 16 Vs per cent of 
royalties the government would 
receive was a "governm ent 
giveaway, a ripoff of the people 
worthy of the days of the California 
robber barons.” 


Brown center of debate 
Door to education-where to? 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Gov Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr. says the increase in 
students earning college degrees has 
cheapened the value of higher educa­ 
tion. 
He said the result of public support 
today of nearly one million students 
in California universities and 
colleges is frustrating tor students 
who find a college degree doesn't 
open the doors they expected lt 
would. 
Brown made his comments Mon­ 
day in a unique folk concert and 
debate which he put together to sup­ 
port Immaculate Heart College, a 
private nonsectarian school la Los 
Angeles 
Contemporary folk singer James 
Taylor opened the program lor 1,000 
supporters who paid 850 each with a 
rendition of “Sweet Baby James.” 


For 00 minutes between the halves 
of Taylors concert in the Hollywood 
Palladium, Brown debated “Educa­ 
tion and Wisdom” with conservative 
editor William F Buckley Jr. and 
former University of California 
President Clark Kerr 
But Brown, who invited Buckley 
and Kerr and set the format (or the 
unusual concert, dominated 11m 
evening, alternately questioning the 
other panelists and taking center 
stage with his remarks. 
“1 find a lot of things going on tn 
the world of education are a bit 
strange,” Brown said. 
“We print degrees today like we 
print money, with just about the 
same effect, and 1 think we ought to 
think about that,” he continued. 
“ There’s a problem of over- 
ill it! •■ill n i u the 


frustration level, but not necessarily 
the productivity level that’s where 
we are, pushing ail these people 
through these credential machines 
“You have to ask yourself what do 
you get. You get money You get 
babysitting You get a sorting of peo­ 
ple. You get respectable unemploy­ 
ment for the student* and tolerable 
employment for the teachers,” the 
governor said, 
Kerr disagreed with Brown, but 
Buckley tended to support the 37- 
year-old Democrat's views. Kerr, 
appointed by Brown’s father, former 
Gov Edmund G. (Pat) Brown, who 
sat in the third row, asked the 
younger Brown at one point : 
“Would you really as some of your 
remarks to some extent indicate, say 
to a person who wants to go to 
coiUaft that the door to a Maher 


quality of life and more equality of 
opportunity is going to be closed?” 
It was a rambling philosophical 
discussion with relatively few direct 
answers to questions. 
Contrasted to Brown, Kerr 
suggested that "the greatest 
problem in education today is the 
decline in the attention paid to a 
general liberalized education.” 
Buckley, in general support of 
Brown s criticisms, questioned the 
increase in the number of high school 
students going on to college, which 
he said is 44 per cent today compared 
to 16 per cent two generations ago. 
"We suddenly discovered all these 
people who went to college were not 
terribly useful cituen* and not 
necessarily happy 
individuals,” 
Bufhtty «aid.

Amount of the monthly check is based on the annual in­ 
come of the recipient 


With some exceptions, pensioners are required to file 
income questionnaires each year. Those 72 or older are 
exempt from filing, but must report income changes as 
thev occur 


Group waiting for Christ, end of world

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Company records— and back pay— fouled up 
Refugees won't get gardening firm

The gardening company of Gerald Martin, ori­ 
ginal sponsor of some 200 Vietnamese refugees in 
Pomona, will not be taken over by the Tolstoy 
Foundation because of the “sad state of disarray” 
of the company’s books, reported a Tolstoy repre­ 
sentative Monday. 
Nelson Reed, head of the foundation’s Pomona of­ 
fice, which has been seeking new sponsors for the 
refugees since Martin’s sponsorship was revoked, 
said a certified public accountant had been unable 
to audit the company’s books because of the condi­ 


tion of the company’s records and that the foun­ 
dation’s legal counsel had recommended against a 
takeover of the company. 
The foundation had originally hoped to operate 
the company and provide jobs for about 10 Viet­ 
namese. 
Due to Martin’s poor record keeping, said Nelson, 
the $7,400 in back wages owed to refugees will also 
not be immediately paid. 
Martin founded the Garden State Gardening Co., 
in Garden Grove, with a portion of the $100,000 in 
federal funds he received for sponsoring the 
refugees. Estimates of how much money went into 


the company range from $20,000 to $40.000. 
Nelson said the foundation will ask Martin to put 
the company’s books in order. 
Martin is still operating the company, which is 
now employing a number of Americans as gar­ 
deners. 
In other developments, Nelson reported that 
three commitments, including a Claremont church 
and two local families, had been made to sponsor 
Vietnamese families. In addition, three other 
potential sponsors have been found 
On Thursday two Vietnamese will be taken to the 
Fresno area to look over the facilities on a 3,000 


acre ranch and vineyard, whose owner is willing to 
provide fulltime jobs to Vietnamese. 
Nelson said it will be totally up to the Vietnamese 
whether they wish to accept the offer, which would 
be general ranch labor at $2.25 per hour plus hous­ 
ing and utilities. 
He added that Tolstoy officials had checked into 
the offer and were enthusiastic. 
The primary crop of the ranch is grapes. 
He said that Tolstoy had also been assured that 
the Vietnamese would not be displacing any present 
laborers at the ranch and that the ranch has not 
been the target of any farm labor disputes. 


City studies 
complaints 
appeal pian 


During the public bearing on the 
matter. Doug Fordyce, president of 
the Via Verde Homeowners Associa­ 
tion. spoke against the development. 
Fordyce charged that the variance 
sets a precedent for future develop­ 
ment in Via Verde and asked who 
would accept responsibility — the 
developer or property owner — for 
possible flooding due to soil erosion 
along Avenida Lomita. 
Frank Basiie, director of public 
works, said that there was a type of 
soil erosion along Avenida Lomita 
that had a roller coaster effect on the 
street. He pointed out that the city, 
Pacific Soil Consultants and Vinnell- 
Pauley Corp. had conducted an ex­ 
tensive, joint investigation of the 
erosion and were sure of the cause of 
the problem and a solution. 
Basiie assured the council that the 
“roller coaster problem is not a part 
of this tract. The soil engineer at the 
site has been alerted to stay aware of 
this particular condition ” 
Vice Mayor Keith Brogan noted 
that the development will remain 


“low density with only 3.1 houses per 
acre rather than the allowable four, 
landscaping requirements are far in 
excess of the adjoining area, land­ 
scaping m aintenance has been 
spoken to and the n ecessary 
safeguards have been laid out this 
evening to cover this development.” 
With this, he moved for approval of 
the zone change and Councilman 
James McLean seconded his motion. 
Councilman Marvin Ersher, as­ 
serting that he did not want a prece­ 
dent to be set on the variance issue 
for future developments, said he 
would support the motion if it is 
clear that variances will not neces­ 
sarily be granted for future develop­ 
ments 
Miracle arrived late, catching only 
fragments of the discussion, and 
counselor Oliver directed him to abs­ 
tain The council also approved the 
tract map on a 4-0-1 vote. 
In other matters, the council: 
— Directed the staff to seek 
proposals and cost estimates from 
consultants, today through Dec 22, 
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Pomona City Council Monday 
night reviewed a proposed procedure 
that would allow citizens greater 
freedom in challenging alleged mis­ 
conduct of city employes. 
Although no vote was taken on the 
proposal, it seemed generally well 
received by the council, which 
directed the staff to submit the 
proposal to the city's various 
employe groups and the city's Merit 
System Commission for their review 
and comments. 
The proposal, if approved by the 
council, will allow citizens to appeal 
to the Merit System Commission if 
they feel their complaint is not fairly 
reviewed at departmental level. 
The current practice is for a 
citizen to make a complaint with the 
head of the department in which the 
city employe works. The department 
head then reviews the complaints 
and determines whether any dis­ 
ciplinary action should be taken. 
If the department head feels the 
complaint is not justified, the new 
proposal would allow the citizen to 
appeal that decision to the commis­ 
sion for a hearing at which the 
citizen and employe would present 
their sides. 
The commission would then make 
an advisory finding to the depart­ 
ment, city council and citizen. 
The proposal was prepared follow­ 
ing many meetings between the city 
and representatives of the Minority 
Coalition for Equal Justice. 
Nearly one year ago the coalition 
had charged that the present com­ 
plaint system was inadequate 
because it served to protect the 
employe and did not allow a hearing 
by an impartial body of complaints. 
At that time the coaliton charged 
that instances of police brutality and 
misconduct were not being fairly 
reviewed, and they called for the 
creation of a police review board. 
In other business. Police Chief F. 
P. Wailick reported to the council on 
his decision that the city not par­ 
ticipate in an area-wide burglary 


task force now being organized 
Wailick stated that he had some 
reservations about the administra­ 
tion of the task force in that Pomona 
would contribute the most money but 
would have only one vote in deter­ 
mining where task force members 
would be deployed. 


He also cited the city’s current 
financial crisis and the fact that 
Pomona has its own burglary task 
force which has been successful in 
reducing the number of Pomona 
burglaries. 


The city's financial plight, with 
City Administrator Jerrold Gonce 
still projecting a $3 million budget 
deficit for next year, prompted two 
other actions as the council ap­ 
proved the consolidation of the city’s 
management systems and purchas­ 
ing departments, and adopted new 
guidelines for the use of city vehi­ 
cles. 
Councilman Adrian Wright cast 
the only vote against the departmen­ 
tal consolidation, stating that mere 
money could be saved by eliminating 
positions in the departments, hiring 
an assistant city administrator for 
management of the departments, 
and doing away with one of Gonce s 
present assistants 
Councilmen Benjamin Ochoa and 
Charles Bader took the opposite 
viewpoint, however, saying they 
were in favor of departmental con­ 
solidations whenever possible and 
would insist on further consolida­ 
tions 
Gonce estimated that the con­ 
solidation would save about $10,000 
per year and give greater ad­ 
ministrative control. 
The guidelines on the use of city 
vehicles, approved unanimously by 
the council, are the result of a 
lengthy management study and 
should save about $38.000 per year 
over the next three years. 
The guidelines place stricter con­ 
trol on the takehome of city vehicles 
by employes as well as daily use. 


Slope problems noted 
S.D. reduces lot

The San Dimas City Council Mon­ 
day night approved a zone change 
and tentative tract map for 130 
homes in Via Verde 
The council voted 4-0, with Hay 
Miracle abstaining at the direction of 
City AUy. Norman Oliver, to ap­ 
prove the zone change from single 
family residential with minimum lot 
size of 10,000 square feet to residen­ 
tial with minimum lot size of 9.000 
square feet The property, owned by 
Via Verde Development Co. and to 
be developed by Crow Pacific Corp., 
is located between Calle Serra and 
Via Verde easterly of Avenida 
Lomita in Via Verde.

Undetermined whether accident or arson 
Match sparked Boys Republic blaze

A match thrown into a paint booth 
in the Della Robbia Wreath produc­ 
tion complex at Boys Republic ap­ 
parently touched off the $100,000 fire 
last Friday, officials believe 
In fact, authorities say they are 
searching for a male employe of the 
Chino boys home for questioning in 
the incident. 
Chino Fire Marshall Leo Beeson 


said Monday he was unsure at this 
point whether the match throwing 
was m alicious or a result of 
horseplay. “But it could hardly be 
accidental,” he added 
The green spray paint booth opera­ 
tion had been shut down just before 
the» fire broke out, because of some 
production problems, Beeson said. 
No work was being performed before 
the 3 p m. blaze, so there may have 
been horseplay, he indicated

Frank Graves, Boys Republic 
director, said the adult staff member 
being sought for questioning has not 
been seen since the fire.

About 1,900 wreaths still being 
worked on were lost because of the 
fire, he disclosed. Earlier. Graves 
had indicated no materia Is were 
damaged Also, around 1.000 empty 
boxes used for shipping wreath crea­ 
tions were ruined in the blaze. 
“I want to make it clear that none 
of our boys were involved in starting 
the fire," said Graves. In fact, when 
the blaze started, the boys grabbed 
as many wreaths as they could and 
took them outside the work area, he 
added. 
Wreath production was halted over 
the weekend but the workers were 
back in full swing Monday. The 


blaze will not halt the Christmas 
project. Graves emphasized. 
“I thought at 4 p m Friday, with 
the roof in flames, that there was no 
chance of recovery," he said “ But 
by 7 p m 1 figured we were all right. 
We worked 14 hours Saturday and 14 
on Sunday to get back in operation ” 
Youths at the home were in their 
eighth day of the project when the 
fire broke out About 25.000 wreaths 
already had been shipped, but 
another 25,000 were under produc­ 
tion 
The blaze started in the paint booth 
and spread to the roof of one 
building, and to the roof of an adjoin- 
ing structure. Structural and 
electrical damage was heavy. 
Graves claimed that because of 
the fire in the roof, it took Chino 
firenwL one hour to extinguish the 
blaze.

I now see that the Pomona schools 
are considering a new educational 
emphasis and rearranging priorities 
bused on results of testing that shows 
the district behind several grade 
levels in reading and math 
Historically measurement of sue 
cess in any school district has been 
reflected in standarized tests that 
compare a district with state and 
national norms 


test data0 Is it now convenient for 
the school district to ignore accepted 
norms of accountability? Is the 
school district's position simply 
stated as “now that we re unable to 
achieve the test results in the basic 
toills. let s change our educational 
emphasis to an area that we feel we 
are or can become successful0 
1 would encourage the members of 
the school board to again consider 
the full implications of the test sum­ 
maries given to them on November 
14 and then seriously consider what 
evaluation was given the test data by 
school officials I hope that you con­ 
clude that the game is still education 
and that the rules remain the same

DEAR DR MILLER: Rebecca, my rat. is going to 
have her first litter soon How long will she be in labor? 
Concerning the babies, when do they first get teeth, and 
how long will Rebecca nurse them'’ — K.R. 


DEAR K.R.: Rats are not prone to parturition 
problems. Rebecca should deliver her litter in an hour to 
an hour and a half, depending on litter size The incisors 
(those front chisel teeth) erupt between the eighth and 
tenth days. Rebecca will no doubt be glad to wean her lit­ 
ter, possibly by three weeks or at least by four. 


DEAR DR MILLER: My son, while playing with a 
stick, accidentally whacked Laddie, our collie, right in 
the eye. I saw it happen and was horrified, thinking Lad­ 
die would lose the eye for sure He winced, pawed at his 
eye a bit, slunk off to a corner for an hour or two, and then 
seemed perfectly all right. I’ve been watching him close­ 
ly since, and the eye looks just fine The question, how 
• heavy a blow can an eye take and still be able to see ’ 
Also, we re so thankful but it s really incredible Laddie 
got by with this, don’t you th in k — N.E. 


DEAR N .E.: A collie’s eye is comparatively small and 
, well-protected by surrounding bone, can certainly be ex- 
, peeled to survive more of a Wow than the eye of a 
Pekingese or Boxer. Loss of sight or loss of the eye itself 
would not depend on a direct blow, necessarily. Severe 
enough injury to surrounding structures could cause mas­ 
sive hemorrhage and/or other changes which could cause 
• irreparable eye damage. Whenever the eye or its adja­ 
cent areas are known to have suffered any injury, the doc- 
• tor should check Laddie out at once to determine if treat­ 
ment is necessary If it is, immediate treatment may be 
f the difference between saving the eye and losing it. 


DEAR DR MILLER: We’ve had our flu shots. We 
qualify as part of that older group who are hit hardest by 
flu. Mv question concerns our two cats, who are also 
•senior citizens “ It’s my understanding flu shots are 
available for cats now 
Are these shots equally ap­ 
propriate for our cats? Or are they better used just on 
young kittens? — D.C. 


DEAR D C.. You're undoubtedly referring to the 
recently-available commercial vaccine for feline viral 
rhinotracheitis (F.V R .) vaccine I personally recom 
mend the use of this vaccine for all of my feline patients, 
be they three months or 13 years, since this important 
respiratory virus can and does hit cats in any age bracket 
Pieorna virus vaccine is also newly offered and available. 


D ear Ann L anders: I have 
struggled with this letter for several 
days, trying to put it into language 
you can print. This is the best I can 
do. The subject: Relatives and the 
Sexual Exploitation of Children. 
I am 23 now and have vivid 
memories of three such experiences.

I was warned not 
to say anything to anyone or 
something “bad" would happen to 
me I didn't realize what he was do­ 
ing and was just plain terrified. I 
never told a soul. 
The second encounter was with my 
own father when I was 11 years of 
age I would rather not go into the 
details of that soul-searing ex­ 
perience. I never told anyone about it 
because I was afraid it might destroy 
my mother. 
The third was a friend of my 
parents. I was 14. He was drunk, had 
passed out in our house during a 
party and came to my bedroom at 
dawn It’s hard to believe I was so 
naive I never told a soul what hap­ 
pened. I realize now I could have 
become pregnant 
I will be 23 years of age next week 
and just lost a boyfriend I really 


cared about. Our romance lasted 
only three months because I'm 
afraid to let a man get close to me. 
How can these hideous experiences 
be avoided? The answer is education. 
Parents should talk freely to their 
children about the sanctity and 
privacy of their bodies. Children 
should be instructed at an early age 
(four isn’t too soon) not to allow 
anyone — friend, neighbor, or 
relative — to take liberties with their 
bodies. Moreover, children should be 
told that if anyone tries to get in­ 
timate to report it to a parent at 
once. 
I know now that I was severely 
damaged by those early sexual ex­ 
periences. I know, too. that every 
day some innocent child is being ex­ 
ploited in every state in the union. 
Please, Ann. print this letter and 
help open the eyes of both parents 
and children It's a wonderful oppor­ 
tunity to educate millions. Thank 
you.

Bv Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D, 
DEAR DR. LAMB - Please give 
me some information on blood teats 
Can a 74-year-okl man take a blood 
test and prove if a 37-year-old girl is 
his or not? This is very important to 
me, so please, as soon as possible, 
give me your answer. 
DEAR READER - Blood types 
can sometimes be used to prove who 
is not the parent That in itself is 
fairly complicated, because we all 
have two genes that determine the 
blood type of any of our offsprings 
For example, a person with type A 
blood may have an A gene and and O 
gene, or two A genes The O gene is a 
weak gene, you might even think of it 
as not being a blood type. Hence the 
A gene is dominant, but the parent 
can transmit the weak O gene 
A person with type B blood could 
have two B genes or a B and O gene. 
Thus a type A (AO) and type B (BO> 
couple could have an offspring with 
type A blood with AO genes, type B 
blood with BO genes, type O blood 
with two O genes, or type AB blood 
with A and B genes. Each parent can 
give only one of his genes to the off­ 
spring. but that will allow for a wide 
variety if the parents are AO and BO 
Whenever a child is type O it is 
almost impossible to say anything 
about the parents except that neither 
parent can he type AB 
Why? 
Because such a parent would have to 
transmit one gene, either A or B and 
that gene would be dominant if the 
other gene was O so such a child 
could not be type O Type AB blood is 
quite rare, so this isn’t all that help­ 
ful 


In general Mood typing might help 
you prove that a person is not your 
offspring, particularly if you also 
know the m other’s blood type 
Otherwise it is of limited usefulness 
To show you how limited it is, if the 
baby in question had type O blood 
either parent can be type A. B. or O. 
Since type O is the most common 
blood type, occuring in 47 per cent of 
the population, that makes it a bit 
difficult.

By Oswald It Jansen Jacoby 
The forcing two bid with the bum 
two aotrump response was invented 
by Theodore Lightner, Waldemar 
von Zedtwitz and Oswald Jacoby 
back in 1929 Here is a hand that led 
us to that invention 
Jacoby, who sat South, opened one 
spade He hoped that he would get a 
second chance and he did when the 
unfortunate East player reopened 
with two clubs Young Jacoby simply 
jumped to seven hearts 
The bid was spectacular and quite 
unsound, but it succeeded because 
North held four hearts and two 
spades North actually held the heart 
queen, but all he needed was four 
hearts 
Experts used it for about 10 years 
and then started to get away from it 
because of two weaknesses The first 


was that you used (our bids to cover 
the few hands that warranted an 
opening force. The second, that the 
negative two notrump response 
tended to make the wrong hand 
declarer at notrump 
In the next articles we will show 
how the experts have found ways to 
handle forcing opening bids in better 
manner.

What happened? Why did 
the western ride off mto 
the sunset? 
The western was always 
a Hollywood staple And. in 
the past, there were per­ 
iods when there weren’t 
many cowboy pictures be­ 
ing made. But, always, the 
wise Hollywood bands 
would say. “ It s a cycle, 
they’ll be back ” And they 
came back. 
Now. though, the whole 
.climate seems to have 
changed 
It doesn't look 
good for the western. 
There are no plans, as far 
as anvone knows, for a 
sagebrush 
series. 
And 
what few western movies 
are made do poorly at the 
box office. 
The reason for westerns 
going thataway isn't easy 
to pinpoint. But the gen­ 
eral consensus Is that 
Hollywood, as always, is 
responding to a change in 
the public's taste and appe­ 
tite in entertainment. 
Frank Price, former pro­ 
ducer of The Virginian and 
now president of Univer­ 
sal TY 
agrees with that 
theory. 
“ It boils down to a 
consideration of the type of 
western and the audiences 
which tend to like them.’’ 
Price says “ From a TV 
standpoint, the classic 
western has little appeal in 
urban areas and to the 
vounger audience. There­ 
fore. advertisers are just 
not interested in sponsor­ 
ing them ” 
Television must look for 
the biggest numbers If one 
type of show — such as 
westerns — makes huge 
segments of the public 
switch off their TV sets, 
obviously the TV moguls 
are going to move on to 
something else. 
In the feature film 
arena, the same situation 
applies 
The movie au­ 
dience today, by and large, 
consists of younger peo 
pie, in the 18-to-25-year-old 
bracket Years ago, the 


younger people loved cow 
boy movies; that is no 
longer true 
Recent western pictuivs 
— Kirk Douglas' “ Posse” 
and Richard Brooks’ “ Bite 
the Bullet” — tried to cir­ 
cumvent that by being off­ 
beat 
“ Posse” switched 
the classic good-guy-bad- 
guy roles and “ Bite the 
Bullet” was really a chase 
film set in the West. Still, 
they were not successes 
Louis L ’Amour. today’s 
top selling author whose 54 
western novels have been 
the basis of S3 movies, 
blames Hollywood’s pro­ 
ducers for the dearth of 
westerns 
“ The problem isn’t with 
the audience,” L'Amour 
says, “ but with the state of 
mind of the Hollywood pro 
ducer. They have a succ­ 
ess with a disaster movie 
and. from then on. that’s 
all they want to do. make 
disaster movies 
“ After the success of 
“ The Godfather ' I must 
have gotten ten calls from 
producers who wanted to 
know if I had a story about 
a Godfather-like charact­ 
er, set in the old West 
Curiously, whenever a 
John Wayne movie — a 
Wayne western — is shown 
on TV, it commands a high 
rating 
And yet Waynes 
latest movies have not 
done well at the box office 
“ Wayne s westerns,” 
says Price, “ do well on TV 
— but not in New York and 
Los Angeles Most adver­ 
tisers want to reach those 
urban centers. They look at 


the Wayne figures and that 
turns them off sponsoring 
westerns on TV.” 
Price says that Univer 
sal has been trying to de 
velop a western which 
would appeal to the urban 
audience. The studio felt it 
had succeeded with Alias 
Smith and Jones, but the 
show was only moderately 
successful. iSrice blames 
its time slot — opposite All 
In the Family and Flip Wil­

Louis turn into a tie—and 
eventually into a sudden 
death overtime loss—when 
the Cardinals got a dis­ 
puted touchdown on a 
fourth-down play in the 
final seconds of the fourth 
period 
That play—in which Mel 
Gray caught the ball but 
was stripped of it before 
his feet touched the end 
zone tu r f— spurred 
renewed demands by 
Washington Coach George 
Allen that each game have 
an additional official, one 
w ith instant rep lay 
facilities to review ques­ 
tionable calls. 
On Sunday. Buffalo was 
knocked out of the playoff 
picture, losing 31-21 to 
Miami The Bills' chances 
of beating the Dolphins 
were hurt not only by Don 
Strock s two touchdown 
passes and one scoring run 
but by a call by head 
linesman Jerry Bergman 
on an apparent fumble by 
Miami s Mercury Morris 
The play was ruled no 
fumble—and when Buf­ 
falo s Pat Toomay hit 
Bergman as he tried to 
recover the ball, the of­ 
ficial hit the Bills' defen­ 
sive end with a 15-yard 
penalty. 
Rozelle, asked about the 
possible use of cameras to 
settle the controversies 
over such calls as these, 
said: “ If there is a prac­ 
tical way, if the mechan­ 
ics can be resolved, we are 
not opposed to it.” 
He said be w ill ask the 
league s Competition Com- 
m ittee to study the 
feasibility of mstant-replay 
use and report to the 
league at its annual 
meeting next March in 
Coronado, Calif. 
Rozelle also said the use 
of instant replay had never 
seriously been considered 
by the NFL, although it has 
been discussed briefly 
Among the problems with 
using it, he said, are the 
following: 


—“ You would have to 
see the play from many 
angles, meaning you would 
need several camera 
positions.” 
—“ We’d probably have 
to install our own equip­ 
ment and we would 
probably need 10 to 12 
cameras in each stadium “ 
—“ We would have to 
decide how many times the 
device could be used in a 
game, whether it would 
cost a team a time out and 
who would study the 
replays and where he 
would be located.” 
—“ We would have to 
consider 
the 
tim e 
elem ent—how long it 
would take to look at a suf­ 
ficient numbqr of camera 
angles to be satisified you 
had accurately seen play " 
And, Rozelle said, cost 
factors of installing such a 
system and a study of 
whether all N FL stadiums 
would have enough camera 
positions available would 
have to be considered. 
He said he believed it 
would be very difficult to 
operate such a system on 
the field during a game 
The alternative, be said, 
would be to locate an offi­ 
cial in the stadium and 
give him access to replays 
from 
a 
num ber 
of 
cameras 
When a disputed play 
arose, the officials on the 
field could consult with the 
man in the stadium, who 
would view the replays and 
then give the men on the 
field his opinion. 
“ We're not saying it s 
impossible,” Rozelle said. 
“ But there are a lot of 
things to be considered. 
What we want to do is in­ 
vestigate them and then 
we ll see what can be 
done " 
In Sunday's game, Buf­ 


falo had fought back from 
a 21-0 deficit and trailed 24-
